OVER 200 BANKS WANT 
STATE CHARTERS 
Oklahoma City, Ok., May 5.—Gov. 
Cruce believes there will be more 
state banks in operation in Oklaho­ 
ma within twelve months than at any 
time in the history of the depositors’ 
guaranty law. There aw more than 
200 applications, he says, before the 
banking beard. The examination of 
slate examiner and Inspector Taylor 
of the guaranty fund and the Colum­ 
bia Bank and Trust Company failure 
the governor said, would be ready 
for the public in a sfoart time. The 
report made by the Kansas City au­ 
diting finn was property of and paid 
for by the 'State bankers, and was 
in no sense a report from a state 
department. 
“The policy of the board hereaft­ 
er will be to scrutinize closely every 
application for a charter,” said the 
governor. “All efforts possible will 
be made to prevent dishonest and in­ 
competent men from entering the 
banking business, and to pr< vent too 
many charters being issued. A bank 
must prove profitable and when -this 
is not the case, failures will follow. 
It is to the interest of every state 
bank and the public, that we pre­ 
vent the establishment of too many 
state banks, and ‘protect Ghost* now 
n operation.”

Okmulgee, Okla., May 4.—The post­ 
office at Mound®, Okla., w'as robbed! 
this morning iof $600 in money and 
stamps by four unmasked men who 
succeeded in cracking the safe in 
the office and getting away with 
their plunder. The robbery occur­ 
red about four o'clock. 
A merchant 
was sleeping in 
store next to 
the 
postoffice, 
and 
heard the robbers preparing to blow 
the safe and rifle the postoffice. Get­ 
ting out of bed (he went to a tele­ 
phone in the store and tried to call 
for assistance. He found the phone 
apparently dead, and could get no 
answer. He wanted to prevent the 
robbery and started toward the back 
door to slip '-out and inform some 
of the people of the town. At the 
door he met one of the robbers guard 
ing the place and the man shoved a 
revolver in his face and told him 
to get back and keep still or he 
w’ould be filled full tot lead.
